THE INDICTMENTS. 
WAITING FOR RETURNS. 

There was a rather unpsual stir around the 
Custom-House yesterday morning. By 10 o'clock 
the halis were pretty well filled with interested 
spectators, and the Umted States Court-room 
was jammed with those who cared to endure its 


stifling air and await the progress of events: It 


was evident that the crowd had ‘congregated un- 
der the impression that something rather out of 
the usual line of events would occur, and 
they had not long to wait before their 
curiosity was to @ degree satisfied. 


‘Yet it was only tos certain extent, 


and it is quite pessinie that expressions of. pro- 
fanity and disgust escayéd some of the visitors 
when the Grand Jury filed ia and returned a 
dozen or so indictments; which were immediately 
put under the protecting arm of District-Attor- 


| ney Bangs, and carried by that gentleman down 


into the second story. 1 was sad, indeed, but 
there seemed no help for it. Mr. Bangs kept 
the documents for séme time, and marched 
around the building With them, going into 
Marshal Campbeli’s office and Commissioner 
Hoyne’s office, presumably for the purpose 
of starting out the Deputy Marshals and 
for investigating the original charges against 
some of the parties involved in 
the smaller cases. The presumption proved to 
be correct. About 12 o’clock Mr. Bangs returned 
five of the indictments into Court, but the re- 
maining ones be kept ip his office, under lock 
and key, during the rest of the day. 
PETTY CASES. 

The five indictments were against Ann Mur- 
phy, Charles Zaap, Martin Kessler, J. C. Cullen, 
and Oliver Edwards, the first four being for the 
yery obnoxious practicé those people have had 
in putting new wine into old bottles, or, more 
properly speaking, using the same barrels for 
several consignments’of whisky. At last com- 
plaints were made against them, they 
were examined, and beld in $500 bail 
each, and now the Grand Jury returns 
indictments against, them. Oliver Edwards pre- 
sumed to carry on the business of a wholesale 
tobacco dealer without payiog the special tax, 
and Commissioner Hoype concluded to hold him 
in €500 bail to await the action of the Grand 
Jury. The jury, having duly considered his 
case, returned an indictment against him sub- 
stantially charging him with the above offeuse 
and recommending his case to the consideration 
of the District Court. As all the parties are out 
on bail, no steps were faken to arrest them and 
have new bail given, They are nearly 
all of them in rather humble c- 
cumstances, and it is not probable 
that they have either the disposition nor the op- 
portunity to escape. ia 

The next step in the reporter’s investigations 
was to ascertain against whom 

THE OTHER INDICTMENTS, 
so carefully guarded, were found, and, although 
rumor had settled the case some days ago, it was 
desirable to have the correctness of the ramor 
verified if possible. With this object in view, a 
TRIBUNE reporter went into the District-Attor- 
ney’s office to make inquiries. Mr. Bangs was 
there, and was ** willing to impart 
whatever information: he could. He stated 
that, while he bad not actually drawo 
tbe indictments, he had bad a band in 
the work. Mr. Dexter having tor the most part 
drawn them up. Mr. Bangs then informed che 
reporter, iu answer to his interrogatomes, that 
the persons indicted; were no less than A. 
Hesivg and Jacob Rehm, together with three 
others of scarcely ones importance to the 
general public, J. F. Hoyt, late Chiet-Deputy. 
William Minty, and August Newhaus. The gen- 
eral charge is that of conspiring to defraud the 
Government, and the indictments seem to have 
been made to cover every possible point. There 
are thiee against :

There is an old saying, and it seems a true 
one, that murder will out. If true, there are yet 
several red-handed villains who have uot yet re- 
ceived their deserte. The Ruetz murderer is 
somewhere in this wide world, carrying a guilty 
conscience that is worse than any pucishhent 
that could be inflicted upon him by any court. 
He is sure he is known, and knows that it is only 
a question of time as to bis capture. As the in- 
terest in the Ruetz mystery subsided, another 
and even more exciting one came to light. On 
the bright Sunday morning, the 7th of March 
last year, an old inoffensive man named Jalius 
Wilcke was found dead ia his saloon at No, 36 
West Lake street. There was every evidence 
that a foul marder had been committed buta 
few hours before his battered body was found, 
but all efforte to dispel the mystery surrounding 
it were of no avail. The polioe followed évery 
clew to the utmost end, and what they could not 
find, they imagined, but all to no result. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE MURDER 
are yet fresh in the public mind, but a brief re- 
sume will not be out of place. The body of the 
old man was found lying near the ice-cheést, 
about in the middle of the west side of the room. 
Tile body was found bya German lady named 
Mrs. Rose, residing up-staire next door.

O. J. Brydges, the parents of Mrs. Mac- 
kenzie’s companion, who had come to this city 
in search of their son. Mrs. Mackenzie's chii- 
dren are still in this city in care of a nurse, aud 
will be taken back to Montreal to-day by Mrs. 
Allan. their grandmother. 

A special dispatch from Philadelphia last 
evening says: The elopement case of Lient.

WHAT SHALL BE DONE? F 

The City of Chicago is again the vietim of 
credulity in public justice. This time our 
misfortune comes to us in the shape df a di- 
vision of opinion between six of the gentle- 
men who constitute the Supreme Court of 
the State of Illinois. ; | 

A sick man, whose life depends upon im- 
mediate relief, is left to grow sicker or perish 
because the six physicians in attendance are 
divided in opinion. The man to ‘whose 
throat the robber holds the knife appéals to 
the six policemen standing near, but, these 
being divided in opinion, the robbery goes 
on to completion. Chicago, cursed, over- 
whelmed, plundered, and disgraced by ‘a City 
Government so dishonest and depraved that 
their prices can be quoted, looked forward to 
the time when even by the terms of the fraud- 
ulent charter there could bea deliverance. 
But the City Government, as part of its pol- 
icy, proposes to perpetuate its existence, and 
the Mayor who was elected in 1873 for tio 
years insists that he is authorized by law to. 
hold office until April, 1877. It is said that 
one of the carpet-bag office-holders in South 
Carolina, when urged by his friends at home 
to resign, as the State was bankrupt, an- 
swered that he had looked over the condition 
of things closely, and found that there was 
at least one more year of profitable stealing, 
and he would not resign until that was ex- 
hausted. Our readers may make the applica- 


. tion ; there is no danger of their being equal- 


ly divided in opinion. 

The City of Chicago is placed in an er- 
traordinary position. We have an average 
of five millions of dollars of floating“ in- 
debtedness, which cannot be called indébted- 
ness, because as indebtedness it would be 
illegal and void. This five millions of dollars 
of outstanding paper bearing interest repre- 
sents money expended and a corresponding 
amount of taxes not collected. This sum is 
annually increasing. While the whole vol- 
ume of this paper has the odor of irregular- 
ity around it, no citizen has had the idea of 
repudiating it. It is nevertheless substan- 
tially payable on call, and can only be paid 
by the collection of taxes. And just here 
comes the difficulty. The payment of taxes 
to this City Government has been Paftially 
suspended, and will, we fear, be practically 
stopped hereafter. The want of public’ con- 
fidence in the honesty of the City Govern- 
ment, largely due to the fact that it foisted the 
present charter upon the people by fraud and 
ballot-box stuffing, has been hitherto offset 
to some extent by confidence in the Supreme 
Court. The respect and faith of our people in 
the judiciary has never wavered. They have 
patiently endured and submitted, relying on 
the courts, that when the proper time came 
the legal tribunals would interpose their au- 
thority and compel the ballut-box stuffers, 
robbers, and blackmailers who govern the 
City of Chicago to permit the people to hold 
an election fora new Government. Under 
that hope, for over a year the people of, this 
unfortunate city have as law-abiding citizens 
submitted to the rule of a gang of self-ap- 
pointed officers and legisiaturs. The appeal 
to the Court has been made, and the Court 
was divided! 
continues, and official crime sits defiantly 
in its places, and demands obedience 
to the decisions of the Supreme 
Court. What is left to the people 
of this city when they are abandoned by 
the courts and betrayed by their officers ? 
What is left to any people when they are re- 
duced to tax robbery? When the law be- 
comes a snare, when governments become op- 
pressors, when courts are “divided,” and 
when the robber holds his victim by the 
throat, the right of self-defense and the 
right of revolution remain. Have the people 
of Chicago any other means of redress? The 
municipal credit of the City of Chicago is in 
peril. As we have said, four or five millions 
of dollars of city notes are outstanding, prac- 
tically on call. The City Government, in the 
absence of money, is issuing more of this pa- 
per every day.

A RELIGIOUS SENSATION. 

A cable dispatch to the New York Herald 
of Tuesday last brings some very sensational 
news concerning the movements of the ex- 
treme English Kitualists, taken from the Lon- 
don Morning Post. The substance of the in- 
telligence is to the purport that this section 
of the English Church, numbering 100 clergy- 
men, with a congregational constituency of 
25,000 men and 150,000 women, are intrigu- 
ing with Rome with the view of secession 
from the Episcopal Establishment, and that 
they have submitted a memorial to the Pope 
setting forth certain propositions as well as a 
petition. In their propositions they submit, 
first, that their own Bishops committed ec- 
clesiastical suicide in selecting the complete 
ascendency of the State over the Church; 
and, consequently, they propose to go over 
to the other extreme of Ultramontanism, 
which demands complete ascendency of 
the Church and the priest over the State and 
individual. Second, that their corsciences 
do not permit them to remain subject to 
these false Bishops, Third, that they recog- 
nize the Pope as the head of God's 
Church” on earth. Fourth, that they accept 
all he teaches, infallibility and Vatican de- 
crees included. In view of these proposi- 
tions, which are quite handsome, to say the 
least, they ask the Pope to consent to the 
formation of a United Anglican Papal 
Church, like that of the- Armenian rite, in 
communion with Rome, but with a national 
independence. There are some concessions 
asked for. In case the Vatican will not ad- 
mit the validity of their order, they ask that 
it consent to conditional reordinations, the 
Pope granting a dispensation permitting 
those who are married to continue to serve 
as priests, while those who are single 
are to remain single, and in future celibacy 
to be the rule. In their worship they wish 
to use the English language except the read- 
ing of the mass, which can be in Latin. If 
these concessions are granted, the petitioners 
will secede from the Established Church of 
England and form a United Anglican Church, 
recognizing the Roman Pontiff as the Su- 
preme Head.” 

The above is the substance of the move- 
ment as reported by telegraph. It is a very 
important matter—always provided it be true, 
and that it may not be true is highly prob- 
able, since the news originally comes from 
the London Morning Post, and is retailed at 
second hand through the New York Heraid. 
These two papers, to put itin a mild form, 
are very often mistaken in their announce- 
ments of news. The probability, therefore, 
is strong that the news is not true. 
Assuming that it may be true, it 
is the logical drift of Ritualism.

THE SCANNELL SCANDAL. : 

The imperfection of our criminal law has 
received another striking illustration by the 
result of the famous Scannexu trial. Jowy 
ScaxxxILL is a New York rough and politician. 
His brother Frorence was shot, in 1870, in 
an affray in the saloon of one Tous DoNno- 
nu. After a year’s lingering decay, he died 
of the wound. Jom was suspected of firing 
the shot, but this proved to be an idle rumdr. 
During the next year he devoted himself to 
murdering Donogugz. Practice made him 
perfect, so that, after two  unsuccessfal 
attempts, he put five bullets into 
his victim’s body, and had the pleas 
ure of reading about his funeral within 
a week. This was in November, 1872. He 
was tried three years ago this month. The 
jury disagreed. A second trial was post- 
poned and again postponed. WIIEIAM A. 
Brack, his senior counsel, kept falling sick 
whenever there was any danger of his clieni’s 
being tried, just as DAVID Dupiey FID 
and his wife, it is said, take turns in beitzg 
sick whenever the Twrep suits are liable to 
be called. When the matter had been fdr 
gotten so long that Scannet. was the ‘‘senibr 
prisoner” in the Tombs, he was brought up 
again. This was last November, just thrée 
years after the murder. The defense wis 
insanity. The fate of a brother and the sus- 
picions entertained about the murderer, work- 
ing upon the susceptible heart and brain of a 
fat rough, had, it was said, induced insanity, 
Poor ScaNNELL was mad. He, his wife, aud 
his counsel were all deeply affected by the, 
unhappy circumstance. His lips twitchéd 
(whenever any juror looked at him) in the 
most approved mad manner; his wife cnéd 
over a large part of the court-room; and bis 
lawyers painted the horrors of insanity ina 
masterly manner. The play was well played. It 
was a bit of low comedy, but it was acted as 
high tragedy. throughout. The curtain fell 
on a verdict of not guilty on account of in- 
sanity. Then there was a little entr’ acty. 
The murderer was daly remanded to the 
Utica Insane Asylum, where he was comfort. 
ably lodged. A few days passed, when tlie 
curtain rose on the farce that concluded th 
performance. The State Commissioner e 
Lunacy and another doctor certified that 
ScaNwELL was sane ; the certificate was suli- 
mitted to a Judge of the Supreme 
Court; the necessary order was issued; 
and Joun ScaxNxLL. is free i 
conveniently stayed insane just long oe 
to kill his man, and then got over the hittie 
mental trouble in time to begin to enjoy life 
again. Such is the administration of Justice 
in New York in the last instance, Originally 
blind, she seems to have become both deaf 
and dumb, while her sword is of such ir 
terior temper that its edge is turned by the 
touch of a greenback, so that a rich rogue 
has little to fear. Why does not Twzep'come 
back and show that he was insane while he 
was stealing ? i

WILL R. Morrison, of Waterloo, was born in 
Monroe County, III., Sept. 14, 1825, was educated in 
the common schools, and at McKendree College, Ili 
nois; is a lawyer by profession ; was Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Monroe County; was four terms a mem- 
ber, and one term a Speaker of the Ulinais House of 
Representatives; was elected to the Thirty-eighth and 
to the Forty-third Congresses, and was re-elected to 
the Forty-fourth Congress, as a Democrat (receiving 
the Liberal Republi au vote), receiving 13,030 against 
6,438 votes for Joun J, RMA, Republican, 

It is the omission of the words in italics 
contained in the first sketch from the second 
one which has occasioned so much remark.

OBITUARY. 


SOLOMON L. VERVEER. 

One of the most eminent of the Dutch paint- 
ers, Soromow L. Ververr, died at the Hague 
on the Sch inst., in his 63d year. He com- 
menced his artistic studies under Barruor- 
omzus Van Hone, aod, when quite young, trav 
eled through Europe in quest of landscape sub- 
jects. He soon acquired great popularity, and 
in the Expositions of Paris, Brussels, Ghent, 
Antwerp, and Vienna, the bighest bonors were 
bestowed upon him, and medals were presented 
him by Narotrox III., Loro D of Belgium, 
Wu II. and Wu IIL. of Holland. At 
the coronation of the last two, he was Com- 
mander of the Guard of Honor. Ou the day of 
his death he was announced as one of the Com- 
missioners to the Centennial Exposition. The 
last painting ov which be was engaged, and fin- 
ished a few days before his death, was intended 
and will be placed at the Centennial Exposition, 
the subject being the well-known Village of 
Scheveningen and the seashore, with very stormy 
weather. 

“ ADDI£ RYAN” COOLIDGE. 

The Boston papers bring the news of the 
death of Mrs. Apgtarpge Ryan Coolux, the 
famous contralto vbealist, better known as Ap- 
piz Ryan. She has been for many years promi- 
nently identified with church music, especially 
in Boston, and was a pupil of Mme. Samrron- 
Dol. Chicago conéert-goers will remember 
her tine singiog bere before the fire in the Men- 
delssohn Quintette Club concerta. Her voice 
was a rich, powerful contralto, and at one time 
she was the only alto singer of notable reputa- 
tion in Boston, if not in New England. She was 
married about a year ago to Mr. E. C. Cool won, 
aud was a sister of Mr. Ryan, leader of the Men- 
delasoha Quiniette Club. 

SIR GEORGE HARVEY. 

Sie Grorce Harvey, the eminent Scotch 
painter, and President of the Royal Scottish 
Academy, died on the 23d inst. He was born at 
St. Niaians in 1805, and displayed a talent for 
drawing at a very early age. From 1823 to 1825 
he studied at the school of the Trustees’ Acado- 
my in Edinburg. He became an Academician in 
1829. His work, First Reading of the Bible in 
Old St. Paul's,” produced in 1847, won him 
great fame at the London exhibitions. Among 
his best pictures are “ Dawn Revealing the New 
World to Columbus and Quitting the Manse.” 
He was eiected President of the Royal Scottish 
Academy on the death of Sir Jom Watson Gor- 
pox in 1864, and received the bonor of Knight- 
hood in 1367.

IV., died on the 8th inst. She married the first 
Marquis of CLANRICARDE, who was Postmaster-

Gen. Ina McL. Barton, of Newport, N. H., 
who was Attorney-General and afterwards Judge 
of the Criminal Court m Arkansas, and who com- 
manded Baxrzr’s forces in the contest with 
Brooks, died recently. 

The Bev. B. C. Sweseznorr, pastor of 81 
John's Lutheran Church of Lancaster, Penn., 
and formerly Professor in the Illinois State Uni- 
versity, died in Lancaster on Monday last. 

Gen. WILEFLM von KALBERMATTEN, a famons 
Swiss Geveral, died recently in Rome. In 1940 
he was a member of the old Swiss party, and in 
1843, in consequence of revolationary move- 
mente, was intrasted with dictatorial power. In 
1844 he defeated the Liberals with creat 


the Ultramoutanes he fled to Rome and eutered 
the service of the Pope. 

Among jourvalists who have died during the 
present week are Epwaap AnTHoNY, Sr., editor 
and proprietor of the New Bed ford (Mass.) Zven- 
ing Standard, and Anprew C. Hustox, the vete- 
ran editor of the Northumberland (Penn.)

Two ex-Governors have died this week,—

he supported the Union, and more recently was 
Minister to Peru.

THE WESTPOINT APPROPRIATION.

Wasurneoron, D. C., Jan. 26.—The House has 
commenced its flrst earnest work on the Appro- 
priation bills.

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
HOW THE ACCOUNT sTANDs. 

Wasnmoron, D. C., Jan. 26.—In response to 
a resolution of the Senate, the Secretary of the 
Treasury to-day communicated to that body a 
statement of his action under the law of June 
22, 1874, providing for the collection of moneys 
due the United States from the Pacific Railroad 
Companies for the 5 per centum of their net earn- 
ings required by the act of July 1, 1862, to be 
paid into the United States Treasury to consti- 
tute asioking fund. It appears from the state- 
ment that demands were made by the Secretary 
of the Treasury upon the Treasurers of the re- 
spective Railroad Companies as follows: Nov. 
12, 74 Union Pacific Company, $1,040,056 ; 


4, 1874, 

$47,194; Oct. 31, 1874, Bioux City 
Pacific, $21,104; Nov. 24, 1874, 

Central Pacific Company $1,836,635. The

HAVING REFUSED TO PAY 

the sums thus demanded within sixty days from 
such dem Secretary Bristow certified the 
fact to the Attorney-General, and his duty under 
the act in question thereupon ended. From the 
reports made by the United States Attorneys of 
California, Kansas, Minnesota, and Iowa to the 
Solicitor of the Treasury, it appears, however, that 
suits were brought against all the companies in 
the proper districte during the month of April, 
1875, and that these suits are still pending, and in 
furtber response to the Senate resolution Sec- 
retary Bristow states the action taken by the 
Department under the law of March 
Srd, 1873, relating tofpayments for Government 
transportation, and the present condition of the 
matter therein referred to since May 27, 1873. 
All moneys due the several Pacific Railroad 
Companies for transportation have been placed 
to their credit on account of the interest due by 
them to the United States. The suits brought 
by thejCentral Pacific and Kansas Pacific Com- 
panies to recover the amount due them, and thus 
retained by the Treasury Department, are etill 
pending in the Court of Claims. Secretary 
Bristow says a copy of the judgment obtained 
by the Union Paciſie Company in iis similar suit 
againet the United States has been duly pre- 
sented to him, but the judgment has not been 
paid. He incloses a copy of the stipulation 
signed by the plaintiffs in this cage, in which it 
is provided that no judgment which may be ren- 
dered against the United States shall be col- 
lected until after final judgment in the suit 
brought by the United States against said Com- 
pany under the act of June 22. 1874.

BRISTOW AGAIN VINDICATED.

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 26.—Another attack 
on Gen. Bristow has met the fate of all previous 
oves. The Democrats started a report that he 
had, as Secretary, passed three large cotton 
cases in which he had been counsel before com- 
ing into office.

RAILROAD NEWS 
THE WISCONSIN RAILROAD LAW. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune ; 

Rio, Wis., Jan. 22.—I ba ve just read in your issue 
of to-day the communication of your Madison 
correspondent, and desire to take issue with 
him in his conclusions as to the origin and en- 
tire obnoxiousness of the Wisconsin Railroad 
law, commonly known as the “ Potter law.” 

I think that it is safe to state bere that, if the 
officers of the Wisconsin railroad companies 
bad confined themselves exclusively to their 
legitimate business 3 common carriers, 
made reasonable and equitable charges 
ir the services rendered to the pub- 
lic, and interfered less with the business 
operations of their patrons along their various 
lines,—in short, had they been just and fair in 
their dealings with the public, there would have 
been no euch law as the Potter law” called 
for by the people. Their treatment of the peo- 
ple being the opposite of that which is just, 
reasonable, or fair, the Potter law” was s 
legitimate and natural result of their own acta, 

The people were provoked to the assertion of 
their right to legislative protection from the 
abuse of privilege and delegated power by rail- 
road corporations, and hence the law which your 
correspondent pleases to call obnoxious.” 

That the present law is imperfect ali fair men 
will admit. It is among the first efforts of legis- 
lative bodies te regulate railroad traffic by law, 


aud is but one of the many experiments that are 


being made, in Europe as well as in our own 
‘country, to solve a question that is surrounded 
with much difficulty. Before the advent of rail- 
ways, the carrying trade of all civilized countries 
was self-regulating, and needed no legislative 
interference. The carrying was done on the 


i public highway, and the business was open to 


all who had the desire, means, and ability to en- 
gage in it. The highway was owned and kept 
in repair bv the public, and the rolling-stock bo- 
longed to the parties who followed the vocation 
of common carriers, the competition between 
whom made the business seif- ating. Now, 
in the case of railways, all this is changed, and 
the corporations own both road-bed and rolling - 
‘stock, which gives them a virtual monopoly of 
the carrying trade along their various lines. 
One of the results of thisis, that the surplus 
‘product of labor is steadily and rapidly being 
concentrated in the hands of a few railway 
millionaires, and the industrial portion of the 
community are gradually, bat surely, passing to 
the condition of mere bewers of wood and 
drawers of water” to railroad magnates, The 
preventive or remedy for this isthe great ques- 
tion of the age; it arrests and taxes the re- 
sources of statesmen and jurists in all civilized 
countries, and our Wi Legislatures might 
well be excused for not wholly mastering the 
subject upon 2 first effort to solve the difficult 
problem. 

Tbe Governor, in his message, and the activi- 
ty of the Railroad Commissioners, in bringing 
this question so prominently before the Legis- 
lature in the first days of the session, renders it 
more than probable that the law will be ma- 
terially amended in the interest of the railroad 
companies, and it would be well that it so 
be amended where it fails to fix reasonable rates 
and fares, and aa 8 division of the same 
in cases where freight is carried over two or 

more companies’ roads. The law, however, is 
detective on the other side, and requires amend- 
ment in the interest of the people, and particu- 
larly in the two following respects : 
First It is the practice, and always has been 
the practice, of railroad companies, when carry- 
ing grain in bulk, to receive it at the point of 
shipment, carry it to ite destination, there 
weigh it as it into the company’s 
elevator, and account to the shipper for 
the quantity of grain received into warehouse, 
or elevator, after i¢ has been carried over the 
company’s road, and been in its possession for 
from one to three or more days, thereby com- 
pelling the owner or shipper of the grain to bear 
all losses occasioned by leaky cars, carelessness 
of trainmen, errors in weighing, theft, ete. The 
losses sustained by shippers from this eause are 
everally from 1 to 3 bushels in a minimum car- 
oad of 300 bushels, and sometimes amount to 5, 
10, 20, 80, or more bushels. To the complaints 
of the shipper there is little if any attention 
given, and 1 think it safe to say never any re- 


„and if, ae is rarely the case, the shipper . 


,stidald be persistent in his demands for redress, 
he may soon learn from some souree or an- 
other that he is making himeelf obnoxious 
to the company, and that, if he would consult 
his own interest, he had better still; bence 
growing searcity of independent and re- 
rain operators on way stations, and 
ution of grain-ring agents and rail- 
road managers’ favorites. The proper remedy 
in this — would be to o amend the law 
that the railroad companies would be obliged to 
put in track-scales at ali grain-receiving stations, 
and give the shipper a receipt for the quantity 
of grain that be delivers to the company, A 
reasonable charge should be allowed to cover the 
expense of scales, etc. 

_ Second—T he system of grain-inspection which 
has and does now prevail io Milwaukee is by far 
too arbitrary, and works much injury to country 
grain-operators, and through them to the 
farmers. To illustrate: All grain in buik 
is shipped er billed to the company’s 
elevator in Milwaukee. Before passing 
—.— — the inspector enters the car,
